Uowevor wu miyhl 
hesitJite to controvert the now tottering 
docirino of "the divine right of liings," 
wo have no hesitation in qnestioniog the 
divine right to ralo of the appoinieen 
of the Colonial Oftico,— the oildpririR of 
a "yblein pronount'od by the Brilish 
Cabinet to" bo a complete failure — as il 
ought. Itisnot altogether sntpriBing 
that the offieial clnsses in this Colony 
sbonld deny the fituoss of the people 
to manage their own ii flairs. It is the 
most natural thing in tlie world (or per- 
s jns, situated as llioy aro, to arrive at 
such a conclnsiou. ]3ut, while we can 
quite oxouso the officials tor holding that 
o,)inioii, the colonists wauld scarcely bo 
expected to quieily acquiesce in it. Let 
us look into tha subjeC lor a moment.

There is 
a narrow range of blue and yellow liilcoto 
slate, wiih innumerable small viiiosul qu.iriz 
iQtorseciiog ii; general oourss, NW and 
i'bia range ia cut ofS at tba Soulh fork ul 
Finlay'd Braoob by a mouotainoas range of 
granite. VVe intend taking out supplies this 
wii.ter on ihe S'low, Wo shall tlieu be bol- 
ter ablu to prospect nexi seaaJii, and ascer- 
tain with corlaiuty wbeihei the new dislrlol 
will pay or no'. A rtirfh ol niinara in thai 
eeolion, uolil the exteot and value ol it is 
belter koovvo, can only prove disastrous aod 
result in serious itjury to the Colooy.
